He was the one everyone went to 
when they had a problem and needed advice. He had an amazing memory of 
people, places and events in his life and loved to tell long stories about them in 
detail to anyone who would listen. He also loved fishing in Canada and hunting 
on Elk Mountain and will be greatly missed by all of his family.
